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Continuation of 3. NOTE: First, applicant's replacement of "digital signals" with "information signals" in claims 1 and 50 broadens the 
scope of the claims, requiring further consideration. Second, the new limitation of placing nonreserved signals onto frequency bands not 
within the personal channels added to claims 1 and 50 changes the scope of said claims, also requiring further consideration by the 
examiner. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that "Nowhere in Hoarty is 
there any indication that the interactive channels are reserved signals" (applicant's remarks, page 16, last paragraph) and that "Hoarty 
simply does not disclose the transmission of reserved and nonreserved signals" (applicant's remarks, page 17, second paragraph). 
However, in the cited passage of Hoarty, col. 7 line 1 1 - col. 8 line 49, Hoarty clearly describes the virtual channels as being reserved 
frequencies dedicated to a particular subscriber. See col. 7, lines 25-29 and col. 8, lines 40-49, wherein Hoarty descirbes the interactive 
services as being provided by MMCs that are dedicated to a particular subscriber operating at a fixed frequency which has been assigned 
to that particular subscriber. Thus the interactive services are reserved digital signals, modulated and transmitted exclusively to a 
particular subscriber. Further, as shown in fig. 10, these interactive services are combined with conventional broadcast cable channels, 
which are unreserved in that they are available to all subscribers. 
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
